|Fine Imposed On 


Prelate Who Is 
Prisoner Of Reds 


Munich — (Radio, NC) — Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran of Prague, a 
prisoner of the communist regime 
of Czechoslovakia since June 19, 
1949, has been ordered banished 
from Prague and subjected to a 
fine, the official Czechoslovak radio 
announced in a broadcast March 10. 


This broadcast did not give any 
authority for the order, made no 
mention of a trial, and did not 
reveal the present whereabouts of 
the distinguished Churchman. 


The Czech radio said Archbishop 
Beran has been ordered to live out- 
side the limits of Prague, which is 
the See City of his archdiocese, 
because of his “uncooperative atti- 
tude.” Nothing was said about the 
amount of the fine imposed. 


On June 19, 1949, bands of com- 
munists invaded St. Vitus Cathe- 
dral in Prague, to shout down 
Archbishop Beran as he attempted 
to preach. Later that day the Arch- 
bishop was made a prisoner in his 
own residence. Red guards ‘were 
placed on the outside, and Red 
functionaries took up duties within 
the house. Some weeks later, the 
Archbishop was able to bring to 
public attention a letter which re- 
vealed that he was imprisoned in 
his house. Little or nothing has 
been heard about Archbishop 
Beran since then, but there were 
reports last December that he had 
been. removed from his residence 
and presumably had been taken to 
a prison or concentration camp.

in Austria as many volun- 
tary refugees back in 1938, we 
couldn’t take much money or 
many valuables with us. Soon we 


should discover, however, that 
the things which could not be 
taken away from us at the bor- 
der — our faith and all the rich 
heritage of an old culture, like 
music and folk customs — were 
the very essentials which made 
our family life such a happy one.

Then Will Our Joy Be Great On Easter, As Trapp Family Proves 


BARONESS VON TRAPP 


I shall tell now how we cele- 
brate Holy Week in our new 
home, Cor Unum, in Stowe, Ver- 
mont. These age-old folk customs 
should not be regarded so much 
as “Austrian,” or “Polish,” or 
“Ttalian,” but rather as “Cath- 
olic,” which means’ general, 
which again means, everybody’s 
property. 

On the day before Palm Sun- 
day we prepare, as we always did 
in the old country, little bouquets 
made of pussy willows and twigs 
of spruce or fir, adding a few 


palm leaves, Every little bouquet 
is tied around a stick about three 
feet long, decorated with gaily- 
colored ribbons. 

On Palm Sunday we take them 
in to church and have them 
blessed during the solemn bless- 
ing of the palms. Upon our re- 
turn home a tiny bottle (usually 
saved from the medicine chest) 
is filled with holy water and tied 
to the bouquet. 

On Palm Sunday afternoon the 
whole family goes over the 
whole property (we live on a

large farm) placing these blessed 
palms all over the land, Every 
unit of meadow, of pasture, of 
woodland, orchard, vegetable gar- 
den, the maple sugar grove — they 
all get their own blessing. 


The little bouquets of blessed 
twigs serve as a sacramental, keep- 
ing away the influence of evil spir- 
its, averting the punishment of 
weather tragedies such as floods, 
hail storms, forest fires, and draw- 
ing down from heaven God’s bless- 
ings on the year’s crop. 


The children in the house have 
some extra fun on Palm Sunday 
in the morning. On this one morn- 
ing of the year every one of them 
wants to be out of bed first. Then 
they congregate before the door of 
the one member of the family who 
happens to sleep longest and at 
the top of their lungs they shout, 
“Palm Ass, Palm Ass!” This priv- 
ilege of the children to shout loudly 
throughout the house on Palm 
Sunday morning must go back to 
those children on the first Palm 
Sunday, who greeted their Lord 
and Master with shouts and jubil- 
ations as He came riding on the 
back of an ass. 


Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day of Holy Week are devoted to 
spring cleaning in its most thor- 
ough form. Carpets, sofas, easy 
chairs, and mattresses are carried 
out into the meadow in front of 
the house and there the winter’s 
dust is beaten out of them. If there 
is some snow left on the shady 
slope, the carpets are spread out 
on the snow and vigorously beaten. 
Then they are carried, spic and 
span, into the house, leaving a 
black pattern on the snow. All over 
the house the floors are freshly 
waxed, curtains are taken down for

Futile Struggle 


Those clinging blindly to simple 
historical law should learn the 
futility of Caesar’s struggle, Cath- 
olics rely on divine law. “The gates

During the bitter years of those 
first three savage centuries, six- 
teen Popes and unnumbered thou- 
sands of Christians were slaugh- 
tered. Election to the  ponti- 
fical throne was election to mar- 
tyrdom. The Sign of the Cross 
was still the sign of death. Strike 
the body of the Church, her en- 
emies could and did. The soul they 
eould not touch. That indestructible 
time-enduring spirit, the Papacy, 
cannot die. 

In 312 A.D. Constantine, still 
a pagan but richly endowed with 
natural virtues, marching against 
a rebellious mob, saw the light in 


| 


the heavens, the dazzling cross and 
the emblazoned legend: In hoc 
signo vinees (In this Sign shalt 
thou conquer.) Conquer he did, a 
human emperor fighting a human 
army with man-made swords. His 
victory brought liberty to the 
Church. But that Chureh had not 
unsheathed the sword. At last pat- 
ience and insuperable faith were 
rewarded. Christians came forth 
from the dark dank caverns in the 
Catacombs, and spread to all parts 
of the known world, erecting every- 
where those majestic cathedrals 
and churches that still stand as 
monuments to the vitality of their 
faith. In the Sign of the Cross 
they too had conquered, but they 
had refused to unsheathe the 
sword, 

Had the struggle between Caesar 
and Peter come to a final end? To- 
day looking back we have no such 
illusions, Other Caesars arise down 
through the centuries, even to Hit- 
ler and Stalin, blinded to history 
destined by God to fail, f oredoomed 
to die “unwept, unhonored, and 
unsung.”

to immolate himself for his lepers. 
An impulse of enthusiasm would 
sooner or later have died in the 
face of such hard reality. Only that 
charity which makes a man say: 
“I will most gladly spend myself 
and be spent for your souls” (2 
Cor. 12:15), could sustain a young 
priest for years and years, far 


from home, or rather in exile, de- 
prived of relatives and friends, and 
even of the consolation of a broth- 
er-priest for almost all that time. 
Only in the light and the ardor of 
that supernatural charity can such 
heroism be explained. 


The arbitrary accusations %of a 
petty Congregational minister, a 


certain Charles McEwen Hyde liv- 


ing in Honolulu, were evidently dic- 
tated by mean and unworthy sen- 
timents. They were embodied in a 
letter of August 2, 1889, to a col- 
league in Australia, Reverend H. 
B. Gage. An exhaustive rebuttal 
of these charges, however, was 
made by the Protestant Robert 
Louis Stevenson, who visited Mol- 
okai shortly after the death of 
Father Damien. Stevenson was so 
indignant over these calumnies that 
he himself wanted to take care of 
answering Hyde in a now famous 
letter, written from Sidney on 
February 25, 1890. This letter is 
quoted by Farrow in his book 
Damien the Leper.” (pp. 207-220;

The Last Supper 


Holy Thursday is the oldest of 
the observances of Holy Week. It 
was on Thursday that Christ met 
His Apostles in the upper room 
in a house in Jerusalem, and told 
them what was to happen to Him. 
At this same meal, Christ blessed 
the bread and wine and asked the 
Apostles to repeat the ceremony 
in His honor, thus starting or in- 
stituting the Sacrament of the 
Holy Eucharist. 


At that same Last Supper, Jesus 
told His Apostles that they should 
practice humility. He Himself 


washed the feet of His Apostles . 


and suggested to them that “you 
also ought to wash the feet of one 
another.” 


This custom of washing feet was 
followed for many years, although 
it is seldom observed now in the 
United States. The Kings of Eng- 
land followed the custom for some 
years, and at one time it was their 
practice to wash the feet of as 
many poor men as the kings had 
years of age. In other words, the 
older the king, the more feet he 
washed on Maundy Thursday. 

Queen Elizabeth followed the 
feet-washing custom, too, but in 
her case it is related in history 
that she had a yeoman wash the 
feet of the poor men first. In any 
ease, James II was the last of 
the British kings to continue this 
practice. 

As you may have guessed, the 
name of Maundy Thursday comes 
from this custom of washing feet. 
During the antiphon (a form of 
prayer with responses) the priest 
reminds us of Christ’s command-

ority. Those words, too, were 
addressed only to the Apostles, 
and not to self-appointed re- 
formers of later centuries. 


One would not need to have 
recourse to any but Protestant 
historians to discover that there 
was no “reformation” of the 
pre-existing Church; that mor- 
als, which were bad enough un- 
der the old religion at that time, 
became worse under the new re- 
ligions; that if a divine Church 
is incapable of reforming its 
members, then certainly no hu- 
man church could do it. 


You must get that concept of 


your Church and if you have it 
everything will be clear in your 
own minds, and if others have 
it, they could not intelligently 
discard its implications. 


Get into the crusade for the 
spread of the cause of God. 
Fulton Oursler, the intellec- 
tual convert, recently said that 
the supreme need of mankind to- 
day is to re-accept all the Ten 
Commandments and to observe 
them. That is the teaching of 
the Church also. That was the 
message of Fatima.

But 
Christ ordered the Apostles to go 
teach the nations “all things what- 
soever I have commanded you.” 
He promised to remain not only 
with them but with their success- 
ors, as the teaching body of the 
Church. His words “Behold I am 
with you all days even to the con- 
summation of the world” would

Holy Thursday 


On Thursday morning all the 
bells in church are rung during 
the Gloria, after which they re- 
main silent until Saturday morn- 
ing. Bhe children believe that they 
fly to Rome to be blessed by the 
Holy Father. Throughout Thurs- 
day and begs | and Saturday 
morning the job of summoning 
the faithful is taken over by a 
wooden clapper. 


And so it is in our house. The 
bell-ringing for the meals or fam- 
ily devotions is also substituted by 
a hand clapper, worked by the 
youngest member of the family, 
who announces solemnly from door 
to door with a terrific noise that 
lunch is ready. 

Holy Thursday has a menu all 
its own. For the noon meal we 
have the traditional spring herb 
soup and afterward, spinach with 
fried eggs. The evening finds the 
family around the festive supper 
table in Sunday clothes for a sol- 
emn celebration. : 

At the father’s place are spec- 
ially made hot cross buns and a 
cup of wine for every member of 
the household. Making the sign of 
the Cross over the first bun while 
breaking it, he hands it, together 
with a cup of wine, to the mother, 
and then down the line to all the 
others in the same way. 

The family waits, standing, un- 
til the father has blessed bread and 
wine for every one. Then they sit 
down and slowly eat and drink “in 
His memory,” while the father 
reads the Gospel of the Last Sup-

There is little noise around the 
house.

itchen stove as a_ protection 
against lightning. 

On Holy Saturday there is great 
activity around the house. Chapel 
and house are decorated with pussy 
willows and the first greens and 
the first tender spring flowers. 
From the kitchen come the most 
tempting odors. There the great 
Easter ham is boiling in a big 
kettle, and the Easter bread, ac- 
cording to its own recipe and braid- 
ed in its old-fashioned pattern, is 
baking in the oven. 

On the stove there are different 
pots with Easter egg paint, the 
greatest industry of the day. In 
every corner an artist of the fam- 
ily has opened his private work- 
shop. One has some acid with 
which he etches the most intriguin 
patterns out of the blue, green, an 
red eggs. 

Another most artistically fastens 
dried ferns and herbs around his 
eggs, boiling them in paint after- 
wards. When he finally takes off 
their garlands, the shape of the 
flowers and herbs is left white, 
while the rest of the egg is colored. 
That looks very pretty. 

The real highbrow artists sit 
with paint and brush, and under 
their clever fingers appear pictures 
of an Easter lamb, or the Blessed 
Mother, or Our Risen Saviour, the 
different patron saints of the fam- 
ily, or a few bars ef an Easter 
humn with plenty of alleluias. 

Ever since coming home from 
church in the morning with the 
new Easter light on which the 
lights in our house are lit, there is 
a festive mood all over the place.

There are no dull rows of desks 
and seats screwed to the floors. 
There are movable tables and 
chairs of blond maple built to 
accommodate nine year olds. There 
are plants and flowers, bright cur- 
tains and pictures. One side of 
the room is almost all glass.

The teachers are—and I use the 
word with full awareness of its 
meaning — dedicated.

He said that three types of slav- 
ery are being practiced by Russia 
today. He enumerated: “Physical 
slavery is the most economically 
unhealthy practice in which any 
nation could indulge in this age 
of machinery. Intellectual slavery 
demands thinking only in channels 
prescribed by the Kremlin, while 
spiritual slavery as practiced by 
the Neros of today, destroys those 
who believe in God.” 

Mr. Budenz was applauded when 
he declared that “every member of 
a communist front, regardless of 
how high his position or how great 
his wealth, is an enemy of Amer- 
ica.” He declared that some Amer- 
icans have deluded themselves that 
the Communist Party is a political 
party in the sense of Democratic 
and Republican parties and added: 
“It is not. The Communist Party 
is a fifth column, a subsidized es- 
pionage agency.” 

Mr. Budenz declared that the 
United States can defeat commun- 
ism because “we can produce seven 
times over what Russia and her 
satellites can.” He asserted: “We 
have the strength, it is a question 
of our utilizing that strength, of 
becoming aroused to the menace 
we face.” 

Besides his lecture here, Mr. 
Budenz also spoke in Charlotte 
and Greensboro. The series of lec- 
tures was under the auspices of 
the North Carolina Catholic Lay- 
men’s Association.
